The President Mas seat * confidential document

to the Senate, showing tlie necessity lor ratifying
the treaty now before that body, extending the
stipulations ofthc treaty with Mexico under which
the United States and Mexican Joint Claims Commissionwas organized. When the labors or the
CommlBBion terminated by limitation on the 31st
of Janaary, 1873, the awards la lavor of Mexico
and against the United States amoaated in currency,principal and interest, to $86,721 78.
The amount of awards In favor of the
United states and against Mexico was, principal
and interest, $606,706 76, of which $164,097 oe was
in gold. The Mexican docket is virtually exhausted,
there being but 226 claims pending, the large majorityof which are practically disposed of by the
decisions in similar casea With the American
docket the case is decidedly different, there being
967 cases yet pending. The President called the
attention of Congress to this important subject In
his lost Message; but these official notifications of
his are unheeded, as Is exemplified by the Indifferencemanifested by Congress to enact the legislationconcerning the fisheries rendered necessary
by the Treaty of Washington.

Tne bdl reported by Mr. Carpenter, from tbe

special committee on Louisiana matters, declares
the election In that State held on the 4th of No'
vembcr last to be anil and void, and reinstates in
office the State officers and Legislature who held
position at that time. It further requires a new
election to be held for State officers and members
of the Legislature on the second Tuesday of next
May, and directs William B. Woods, United States
Circuit Judgo for Louisiana, to proceed
to Louisiana and appoint two citizens, of
different politics, to be State registrars,
who shall cause a new registration to
tie made or all legally quaiiUed voters of the State,
commencing March 18 and ending ten days prior
to the date of election. The State registrars are
to appoint two supervisors of registration for each
parish, except Jefferson and Orleans, for which a
greater number are to be appointed, and In each

< parish the registrars are to'be divided In politics.
The President Is empowered to employ military
forces on the application of the Governor of tho
State or the United states Circuit Judge to carry
oat the provisions of this act aud enforce Judicial
process, and $200,000 Is appropriated to defray the
expenses of registration and election.
